The question of enlarging rural 
municipal districts is a live one at 
present and in our own section of Al¬ 
berta a change may be made within 
the next year or two-in the setup of 
municipal boundaries. 

During the year 1941 five large un¬ 
its were established in various parts 
of the province, namely: Stoney Plain, 
St. Paul, Minburn, Wainwright ana 
Raymond. These units are described 
as experimental by the department 
and they contain an average area 
equal to that of three original muni¬ 
cipal districts. 

Upon drafting the boundaries of 
these units, the following factors 
were taken into consideration: Nat¬ 
ural boundaries, such as lakes and 
rivers; maintenance of existing boun¬ 
daries of large school units as far as 
possible, and trunk roads showing the 
t~end of travel for the majority of the 
residents of the area included. 

Provision was made in these larger 
units for councils consisting of either 
five or seven members. Each council¬ 
lor must reside in his respective di¬ 
vision but he is elected at large by the 
unit as a whole. 

When the government’s policy was 
placed before the 1941 session o'f the 
legislature by Mr. Maynard, an 
amendment was required to the Muni¬ 
cipal Act granting him the pow»r to 
reorganize municipal districts. A 
definite assurance wasjgiven by the 
minister that such authority would be 
used in the most democratic manner 
and the primary purpose of such an 
amendment, he said, was to give re¬ 
lief to certain municipal districts 
which could no longer function on ac¬ 
count of financial difficulties. 

Both the government and the asso¬ 
ciation are agreed that local govern¬ 
ment should be maintained and the 
question arises: "What size Unit do 
we need to carry on this work (that of 
building roads) in che most efficient 
and economical manner?” 

Using the assessment figure of the 
department of public works, and the 
cost figures of that department, for 
the operation of modern road building 
equipment, Mr. F’arnt.lls states that 
“Vve find that an assessment of some 
four million dollars at the average 
tax rate will provide ample income 
to enable the municipality to own and 
operate, during the entire season, a 
complete modern road building outfit.” 

Under such an assessment, he says, 
it is obvious that the districts should 
vary in size in different parts of the 
province, according to the productiv¬ 
ity of the land. Many of the present 
districts in the richer areas would not 
need to be disturbed. 

Now very few municipal districts in 
the province have an assessment 
amounting to four million dollars. We 
note at random that Little Bow M.D. 
has an assessed valuation of $3,704,- 
360.00 but it is one of the exceptions. 

Mr. Farnalls says a better conceiv¬ 
ed plan would be the revision of boun¬ 
daries of municipalities, of school un¬ 
its and health units, to provide a 
greater measure of co-ordination jf 
these services. Mr. Famall’s ' does 
not state how the government plan 
interferes with local self government 
but what he wants is the extension of 
municipal services, school services, 
and health services, combined, and a 
more intimate relationship between 
the citizen ancT his senior govern¬ 
ments, both federal and provincial. 
The municipal office should remain :n 
reach of each resident of the district.

Many games were played after 
which a delicious lunch was served by 
the hostess.

Special Permit 
For Trucking Hogs 

Farmers can continue to send their 
hogs more than 36 milep to market by 
truck after December 28 according to 
an announcement made by the War¬ 
time Prices and Trade Board in Re¬ 
gina. 

Fearing that truck transportation 
for hogs beyond the 35-mile limit 
would be cut off after that date far¬ 
mers had been sending their pigs to 
market before they were finished to 
the proper market weight. 

Permit* ere now being issued auth¬ 
orizing the use of private commercial 
trucks beyond the 36-mile limit whe>i 
used exclusively for the hauling of 
hoga, the price board officials said. 
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WHAT IS NECESSARY 

S 5 CANNING the records of the past year we find that 
the war has entered the lives of every individual by 
way of restrictions and taxes, if not in manpower con¬ 
tribution. Previous to 1942 Canada’s Civilian population 
had not bden required to make much sacrifice in ina- 
terial ways, although there were an increasing number 
of homes where, the absence of sons in the armed cer 
vices left a shadow on "the heart. 

But this year we have realized to some extent that all 
must contribute. Just one year ago dealers were still 
advertising new cars. In the course of the year we 
have moved progressively along from unlimited gas to 
restrictions of five gallons, 4 gallons, 3 gallons per unit. 
We have grown accustomed to gas ration, sugar ration, 
tea and coffee ration. Our ration books have become as 
much a part of us as our pocket book. We are in pro¬ 
cess of adjusting ourselves to butter coupons, and have 
reached the state of being neither surprised nor pro¬ 
testing if meat, clothing and other things come under 
the coupon system. 

Not that all regulations can be introduced and en¬ 
forced without some friction. There was considerable 
irritation over truck regulations in the summer, mainly 
because they did not appeal to common sense nor serve 


the alleged purpose for which they were created. There 
is, and will probably continue to be, piotest against re¬ 
striction on new farm machinery. There are undoubted¬ 
ly too many inexperienced men at the top with bright 
ideas which are put into effect only to have them prove • 
impracticable. The buildup leading to recent regulations 
on farm machinery followed a nice pattern. First the 
survey to discover that there was already far more ma¬ 
chinery than was actually needed on the prairies. Then 
the harsh 'order that all old machinery must be turned 
in for scrap, and that anyone having more than 500 
pounds of unused equipment on his farm was punish¬ 
able by law.- • And after that, the law restricting any 
purchase of new machinery. The latest regulation 
made it necessary that the faTmer have a large amount 
of “unused” equipment to levy on for parts if he is go¬ 
ing to produce what he is required to produce. It is all 
contradictory in actual operation. Either leave him 
sufficient scrap for replacements, or permit the manu¬ 
facture and distribution of new machinery. You cannot 
Hit him from every.side and expect continued produc¬ 
tion. 

This is the type of law making against which people 
concerned revolt, because it" cannot maintain a balanced 
war effort. 

Restrictions on“ food, clothing and facilities of all 
sorts have been taken calmly^and reasonably. Those 
disposed to rebel* a'gainst loss of little comforts quickly 
bring themselves to time with thought of England, of 
overrun countries, and of real privation and real suffer¬ 
ing. The dwindling use of cars and trucks is more ser¬ 
ious, disorganizing the liveliehood of many people and 
creating conditions which are not a minor sacrifice. But 
the only complaint which has been raised against so- 
called war restrictions, has centred on the question of 
whether the war effort was being served. If farm pro¬ 
duction, for example, is required (and it is) then the 
means of farm production should be provided without 
any fuss or upsetting regulations. 

After three years of war the departments of govern¬ 
ment still do not seem agreed on what industries are 
necessary to war contribution. If they can settle on one 
policy and smooth out the see-sawing and cross purposes 
. then the people will see a definite pattern and conform 
to it gladly.

A NERVOUS AGE 


B ACK in 1937, believe it or not, we thought we had a 
“nervous age.” And sure enough we had. Not, it is 
true, of the present type, but in its own way, full of 
frustration and tragedy. It was not the type of train¬ 
ing for the present demands of war. Or was it? 

At any rate in 1937, the observation was “Wherever 
man may be in factory, office or farm, he is living in a 
speeded up age with a nervous constitution built for 
fifty years ago. , 

“One thing must be remedied before nerves get back 
to normal. That is the eternal feeling of insecurity. 
People on relief are jittery wondering if their funds Will 
come, and whether they will continue to come. People 
with jobs are jittery, wondering if the job might fold 
up. In almost every stratum of current life there ’S 
too heavy play pn the nervous system. And it is not the 
big blows which wear people down so much<as the,er- 
ratic series of little punishments. 

“The real answer in personal effort to combat this 
jittery tendency is in finding some way for yourself to 
let dowti the tension. It may be some hobby; it may be 
walking or o'ther exercise, a funny movie or a good 
book. Stabilized living is. most important and the basis 
of any curative methbds in respect to nerves. Simple 
diet, reasonable exercise, and something to rouse in¬ 
terest. 

“Since there seems no likeliehood that we will go for¬ 
ward to a more placid age, the control of nerves must 


begin with childhood. A home in which there is space 
for a certain amount of privacy, sufficient food, a quiet 
happy atmosphere, and a sense of stabilization is a 
childs best start in normalcy. The child permitted tan¬ 
trums today is the jittery victim of tomorrow. A child 
in this present age must learn to take it—to lose occas¬ 
ionally without flinching. 

“In future society, no one is going to live by himself 
or for himself. So all emphasis in child upbringing 
must be based on give and take, and on social relation¬ 
ship. Fpr over two decades the world has been^ nerve 
wracked—first with the war, then with deceptive pros¬ 
perity, and later with the backswing of depression. Is 
it any wonder that individual nerves should feel the ef¬ 
fect? The fellow who survives in the broadest sense, 
will be the one who has the best self control, however 
acquired.” 

When the above ideas were expressed, there was no 
anticipation of the world wpr which would play its hid¬ 
eous part in further strain on a nerve wracked gener¬ 
ation. It is wonderful the amount of punishment hu¬ 
man beings cah take add still retain some degree of 
normalcy. But the advice in respect to rational living, 
and in respect Jtn child training is quite as wise today as 
in 1937—if it can be achieved under present conditions 
when ability to labor is strained to the uttermost, and 
When children are being brought up in overcrowded in¬ 
dustrial centres.

Assassination is successful only if 
the assassin has no other object than 
10 get rid of the 'victim, and even then 
it us liable to be a. disappointment. 
Assassinations with political motive 
seldom bear the expected fruit. Rus¬ 
sia at one time was described as an 
absolute monarchy qualified by as¬ 
sassination but the killing of a czar 
had little or no remedial effect. John 
Wilkes Booth did the South harm 
lather than good by shooting Lincoln. 
It would do harm rather than good to 
kill Hitler or Petain or Mussolini. P. 
would not only enable them to escape 
the odium and execration that await 
them at home but would actually help 
their dupes and other idiots to keep 
them on a pedestal. Even Laval would 
profit by assassinatipn. 

The censorship worked well to de¬ 
prive Darian’s de««h of evil repercus¬ 
sions. Aside from letting us know 

’ the assassin was born in France of 
half-Italian parentage and was 22 
years of age, it gave us little infor¬ 
mation on which to base an editorial. 
In a week or two he tyill be forgotten 
like the Jewish youth who shot a Ger¬ 
man secretary in.France or the man 
whom the Nazis charged with plant¬ 
ing that bomb in the Munich beer 
hall. We are of opinion that Darlan 
served France better in the past two 
months than in all the rest of his 
career, and that even in his' death he 
will serve France by removing the 
cause of disaffection among the fight¬ 
ing French. 

For the past two or three years 
there have been reports that deGaulle 
is a hard man to get on with—a good 
soldier but a poor politician with a 
good soldier's disdain for politicians 
an.l politics. Yet politics * properly 
played can save lives and achieve re¬ 
sults. It was surely good politics and 
sound strategy for General Eisen¬ 
hower to make use of Darlan as he 
did, but deGaulle’s reliction to it threw 
a sizeable monkey wrench into the 
works. Me can appieciate de Gaulles 
standpoint—it is pretty tough when 
one's friends honor the man who has 
sentenced one to death. All s well 
that ends well, however. Darlah dead 
is succeeded by Giraud with whom 
de Gaulle is willing to work whole? 
heartedly.

We are trying ouiylevel best to 
maintain respect and admiration for 
Wendell Willkie, but it cannot con-' 
tinug much longer unless he quits 
talking just to provoke discussion. 

That ubiquitous person who must 
not be quoted but whose information 
is usually accurate confirms the re¬ 
port that Mussolini is a victim of can¬ 
cer. We shall make no comment on 
this for the reason that the obvious 
and appropriate comment would be 
considered by a few people as heart¬ 
less and lacking in good taste.

No evil “that may befal Mussolini 
personally should make us a prey to 
dumb forgetfulness of the evils he 
brought on Greece which he could 
not conquer. When the big bully was 
taking a trouncing from the little war- 
‘riors, he had tfoe unspeakable mean¬ 
ness to accept help from- his senior 
partner, and to punish them then with 
lire and starvation for exposing his 
l.ttleness and impotence to a jeering 
sneering, cheeripg world. 

“Until a few years ago,” says a 
writer, "Canada’s troubles arose 
chiefly from growing pains.” Since 
then, thanks to increased taxes and 
living costs, we hear nothing but pay¬ 
ing groans. 

Liberal and C.C.F. members have 
noted how jocundly their two leaders 
at Ottawa work in team harness. Tlic 
other day, Mr. Hepburn stated that a 
filqi “Inside Fighting Canada” would 
not be shown in Ontario because it 
was inaccurate in its statements and 
propagandist in -its nature. Ottawa 
responded at once but it was through 
Mr. Coldwell in words that Mr. King 
has used many a time and often, and 
of course the C.B.C. saw to it that his 
words went on the air.

It was nothing to him that a 
former Prime Minister and party 
leader was denied speech by the C.B. 
C. but his soul revolted at the thought 
of a provincial minister adopting to- 
talitarian measures to. gag the gov- 
e’-nment at Ottawa, not one member 
of which protested. The job was left 
entirely to the C.C.F. leader, but the 
interview would have looked move 
authentic if it had been altered slight¬ 
ly here and there so it would not 
sound too much like the verbiage of 
his mentor and coadjutor. 

In announcing that the film will be 
released, the chairman of the Motion 
Picture Bureau described as an un¬ 
truth this excerpt from the commen¬ 
tary: “Today the British Common¬ 
wealth Ai^Training Plan has grad¬ 
uated hundreds of thousands of fly¬ 
ers” and Mr. Hepburn stated that Air 
Minister Power admitted in a tele¬ 
gram to .him that it was an exaggera¬ 
tion. Anyone who knows that twelve 
ground men are needed for one flyer 
would realize that. 

Other commentary references com¬ 
plained of were: “Behind the spires 
of Parliament and the leadership of 
Prime Minister William Lyon Mac- 
' kenzie King stands a people disci¬ 
plined for war. Behind the new na¬ 
tional price and wage controls, behind 
the efficiency of Government meas¬ 
ures, stand the Canadian people them¬ 
selves. A people who make a nation¬ 
al .policy of voluntary service.” The 
people who voted yes, in the plebiscite 
are liable to break into derisive laugh¬ 
ter when they see or hear t^is from 
the film. 

When Rommel was in full retreat, 
Ottawa claimed that much of the suc¬ 
cess was due to Canadian tanks and 
trucks. Now come American writers 
who claim some of the credit for a 
new American tank-killer. Fortun¬ 
ately there is enough to go around 
and still leave some for the 8 th Army 
and General Montgomery. 

A Communist recently released 
from camp ran as Alderman for his 
city on a platform fupjiorting the At¬ 
lantic Charter and all-out war, unity 
and effort. “O, to v.-hat base uses!” 
Churchill and Roosevelt may well ex¬ 
claim. t *

Farmers in irrigated districts where 
good quality alfalfa is available are 
in fortunate position in feeding dairy 
herds. Alfalfa hay fed in the 
amounts that the cows will readily 
consume plus a mixture of farm 
grains, provides a ration that will J 
meet all the normal requirements of ; 
the producing cow with the exception ( 
of minerals. 

Farmers in the non-irrigated area 1 
usually are in a less favorable posi¬ 
tion as they do not have available good . 
quality legume hay. When a non¬ 
legume is used as roughage, it is 
necessary to add a high protein sup¬ 
plement to the grain ration to balance 
it properly. In Western Canada the 
two common supplements are wheat 
bran and linseed oil meal. Linseed 
meal contains approximately 35 per 
cenl. protein and bran about 16 per 
cent, so the relative economy of the 
two feeas should be based on the cost 
in terms of protein. 

If a grain mixture of oats, barley, 
and wheat were used with a non-le¬ 
gume roughage such as oat sheaves, 
it would be necessary to mix 10 
pounds of linseed oil meal with 90 
pounds of grain to raise the protein 
content of the whole ration to the de¬ 
sired level. With bran it would be 
necessary to use about 22 pounds to 
78 pounds, of grain. Many farmers 
may feel that they are not justified 
in purchasing these supplements at 
their present prices in relation to— 
grain. On the other hand it should 
he remembered That unless each cow 
produces somewhere near its maxi¬ 
mum, the value of the feed required 
to maintain a greater number of cows 
may be greater than the cost of the 
supplemental feeds. 

Forecasting a future paper short¬ 
age with ieduction on newsprint, John 
Atkins, administrator of Printing and 
Allied Industries states “There is 
direct need for every economy pub¬ 
lishers can effect in reduction of their 
use of paper, materials, labor, trans¬ 
portation and power. This will be 
sufficient incentive to publishers to 
make every possible economy through 
reduction of the size of their publica- 
: tions by making searching survey of 
every operation in which waste may 
he avoided.”

Trade Minister MacKinnon states: 
“A special arrangement has been 
made to assist western grain produc¬ 
ers who have not yet been able to 
thresh their 1942 crops. 

“The government >s keenly aware 
of the hardship which exists for many 
individual producers whose crops are 
still in the field. The government has 
empowered the Canadian wheat board 
to permit delivery of a limited quan¬ 
tity of grain which such producers 
might borrow from their neighbors 
until their own grain is threshed. 
This provision is being made to assist 
needy producers whoso crops are un¬ 
threshed, to purchase fuel, clothing 
and other necessities. 

“Under this arrangerrmnt-the--Can¬ 
adian wheat board will permit deliv¬ 
ery of wheat up to eight 'bushels per 
authorized acre or of oats or barley 
up to 12 bushels per seeded acre, such 
deliveries from individual producers 
not to exceed $360. 

“The Canadian wheat board*is in a 
position to deal immediately with re¬ 
quests from ffeed^ producers under 
this arrangement ind iastructions will 
he issued from Winnipeg dealing with 
the procedure. 

“The Canadian wheat board has no 
power to permit boriowing and deliv¬ 
ery of grain by producers who had 
their 1942 crops destroyed or reduced 
by factors such as hail, drought, in¬ 
sects. etc. The present arrangement 
applies only to producers in immed¬ 
iate need and .whose crops matured 
but remain unthreshed.” 

Tn 1940 Germany’s birth rate was 
20.4 or 37Or above that of England.
